This petition has been prepared in general with 
the instructions received, and is presented to the 
various chapters of Kappa Kappa Psi with sincere hope 
that it will be found satisfactory and that our group 
will be accepted into the membership of your organization.

ARTICLE III 


The Indiana university band is supported in part 
through funds advanced by the United States War department 
through the University R. 0. T. C., with which instruments 
are purchased. From this fujjd also* each member of the band 
is remunerated in accordance to his class standing. 

Each fall, in order to meet expenses on the three 
or four trips which the organization makes with the football 
team each year, abpopular subscription campaign is carried 
oh among Students, alumni and townspeople of Bloomington. 

The proceeds of a Military bail are given to the 
band trip fund. 

The Athletic department contributes to the expehse 
fund of the band in making its trips with the football learn 
to schools not in the Big Ten conference. 

ARTICLE IV 


The Indiana university band is considered by Univers¬ 
ity officials as one of the greatest advertising mediums for 
the institution. Each fall the 108-piece band is sent on 
trips with the football team to three or four schools in and 
our of the state. 

In 1937 the band accompanied the football team to 
Harvard, and there it gained for itself a reputation which 
has inspired bandraen at Indiana to work hard to maintain a 
high standard in the organization. The band was named by 
Boston as the "All-American" college band and the "Famous 
Hundred 

Last year the band accompanied the team to Dallas, 
Texas, to play and drill before thousands at the dedication 
of the state's new stadium during the Texas state fair, and 
also to Notre Dame and Purdue. 
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Other trips made by the band during the past several 
years include the following schools: Ohio state, Michigan* 
Minnesota, Northwestern, Purdue, Notre Dame, Harvard, Wis¬ 
consin, Illinois, Southern Methodist and Chicago universities. 

A spring concert tour which includes five or six cit¬ 
ies in Indiana is made each year by the Concert band, com¬ 
posed of fifty or feixty outstanding musioians from the foot¬ 
ball band of 108-piecesi 

The band gives several concerts on the campus during 
the year and plays for various University programs, such as 
Commencement, Foundation day, Armistice day, Pep sessions, 
Dedications and also for the weekly military reviews by the 
R. 0. T. C. students. In fact, the band takes part in nearly 
every campus function where the student body turns out.
